Chose to Be a Gypsy to 

Having a Position in Society. 

This record of eminent achievements of succes- 
sive generations of one family, by no means ex- 
plains how the fair young daughter, a lineal de- 
scendant, should choose the semi-civilization of a 
gypsy camp in preference to a position which, ac- 
cording to all worldly standards, is rightfully hers 
in the society her ancestors were distinguished in 
building up. 

If an account of my visit to the gypsy will help 
to clear the mystery, here it is: : 

Away south, miles and miles it seemed by the 
Broadway car—93 blocks in reality, we, the cam- 
era man and I, got off at Horn’'s Grove. 

Through a piirple-budded woodland, where tbe 
cool, dark smell of roots wafted forth pungently’,

Curiosity, suspicion, garrulousness, even 
treachery eyed us at first. “‘Newspaper people?” 
The announcement created a doubt which pre- 
sently was understood. At Grand Rapids, Mich., 
we were told a newspaper man in search of a 
story fell in love with Lolita, daughter of Steve 
Gilk, of this same band, and ran away with 
her. Lolita has been sought far and wide and 
donbtless she will be skillfully kidnaped if ever 
she is found. 

This race pride is something the gypsies are 
perhaps too little suspected of. 

“In another generation or so the real gypsies 
will be no more in this country. They will have 
to go to work,” solemnly, bitterly prophesied 
“King George.” 

“All a gypsy wants is a place -to sleep and 
something to eat, but he can’t even get that 
following after s® many grasping low-life Ameri- 
cans and foreigners and fagers who take up our 
way of picking up a living.” 

Queen Jessie Goes Out to 

Tell Fortunes for Society Folk. 

ND he said this, surveying the wild acres 
of pasture land surrounding the camp, 
with all the injured majesty of a king 

being crowded out of leisure, his by right of pri- 
ority, by unworthy thrifty, bourgeois. Once a 
gypsy, always a gypsy, that seems to be the ‘idea. 
Convinced after a good deal of argument amongst 
themselves in their own language that we had 
designs on none except Jessie, the tension was 
relieved. Jessie is a perfectly free agent, it seems. 


‘She was not at home, but we were asked to 


stay and wait for her. 

It was suggested by one that she had been 
‘summoned to tell fortunes in the house of some 
“tip-top peoples,” in the West End, but: prompt- 
ly contradicted by Ptetrie, an older woman with 
the admonishment to the garrulous one: “You do 
not know where she is and you should not sup- 
pose.

The movement, of course, is not to end there, 
any more than it began there. If producers have 
to pay higher transportation rates they will nat- 
urally demand a recompense: from merchants 
who handle their goods; the merchants in their 
turn will advance prices to consumers. Thus 
when the railway employe flushed with joy over 
the increase of his wages, foots up his income 
and his expenditures at the end of the year he 
will find that he comes out just-about where he 
started. 

One of the evils of the artificial system of reg- 
ulating prices by tariff and by trusts is that. it 
enables the successful practice of hundreds of 
petty deceptions. It is to be noted that a large 
and increasing proportion of groceries are sold 
no longer by weight or by measure, but by the 
package. The packages are represented as hav- 
ing a definite weight or a definite measure, but 
the representation is a matter of form only, 
There is no guarantee of it, nor even an exact 
statement of it. Thus if the supposed pound 
package or quart package be found from 10 to 
20 per cent short, there is no redress. The only 
thing the conbumer can do is to. search elsewhere 
for full measure. and full-weight packages, but 
generally the search will be in vain. 

So long as the people put up with artificial in- 
terferences with trade and industry in the inter- 
ests, of privileged classes, just #0 long will they 
have to submit to exactions, extortions and petty 
swindlings over and above those designed by the 
framers of tariffs and of trusts. Raising the rates 
of railway service for the purpose of raising divi- 
dends and advancing wages is but a part of the 
merry go round of robbing Peter to pay Paul, 
and, in the end, the public is always Peter. 
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Carnegie’s statement, “The best preparation for 
the next life is to live this one well,’ would have 
been more interesting had he told us what is his 
idea of “living well.” 

THE NEW SCAPEGOAT. 

“de dispatch from Columbia says farmers declare 
that farm hands are scarce because men prefer 
to stay in town and spend their money at mov- 
ing picture shows. It will be recalled that a 
short time ago a Baltimore groceryman stated 
toa committee of Cangress in an investigation of 
food prices, that grocerymen can barely make a 
living because housewives spend the family funds 
on moving pictures. Furthermore it is not long 
since an actor of eminence declared that both 
the legitimate and the vaudeville stage, are suf- 
fering from lack of patronage because the mati- 
nee girls and the gallery gods Baye quit the

A dispatch from Spezia says Roosevelt arrived

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OUR LIQUOR BILL FOR 1909. 
H. Parker Willis in McClure’s Magasine. 

During the fiscal year 1909, 116,852,908 gallons of spir- 
its were distilled from grain in the United States. 
What the value of this flood of liquor may have been 
cannot positively be stated. The output of the dis- 
tilled, malt and vinous liquors and allied products in 
the year 195 was reported by the “Census Bureau to 
be worth more than $440,000,000. In the year 1909, 
1,501,738 gallons of brandy, 610,305 gallons of rum, 2,497,- 
070 gallons of gin, and 656,183,652 gallons of whisky 
were placed on the market in the United States. The 
total value of all these products at the place of man- 
ufacture was probably not less than $135,000,000. But 
these figures in no way measure the cost >f distilled 
liquor to the consumer. They do not include the gov- 
ernmental revenue tax or the cost of wholesaling 
and retailing the ‘‘goods.”’ As sold in the ‘‘saloon” 
at 10 or 15 cents a ‘“‘drink,’’ the cost of whisky, or 
what passes for such among consumers, !s no ess 
than $ a gallon. This would mean that the annual 
bill of the American public for whisky alone would 
be much more than $300,000,000. There are many who 
place it at twice as high a figure because of tlie ex- 
cessive adulteration undergone by the Mquor for the 
purpose of increasing its volume.

BECOMES MONK 


Prince Frederick Henry Finds Ref- 
ugee From Imperial Kins- 
man’s Wrath. 





Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

BERLIN, April 1.—Prince Frederick Henry of Prus- 
sia, Emperor William's second cousin, has Frecome a 
monk. The Prince, who besides a magnificent palace 
in Wilhelmstrasse here and extensive estates, inher- 
ited $7,500,000 from his father, Prince Albert, Regent 
of Brunswick, is now only Brother Henry in an Ital- 
lan monastery. The HohenZollern who was Colonel 
of the First Brandenburg Dragoon Guard, and Grand 
Master of ffie Knightly Order of St. John, now 
cleanses his monkish cell, sleeps on a plank and on 


his bare knees, helps his brother monks to sweep the 
monastery corridors. 

Seemingly Brother Henry has repented of the con- 
duct which excited Emperor William's wrath against 
him, He has given his great fortune to the Catholic 
Church to be devoted solely to charitable and hu- 
mane purposes. His conversion to Catholicism, it is 
said, has greatly angered the Emperor, although in a 
sense, the Prince sought in the monastery a refuge 
from his imperial kinsman’s rage. 

Some say Frederick Henry was tainted by the scan- 
dal which involved’ so many “noblemen” close to 
their sovereign; others insist that a love affair with 
a girl far beneath his rank precipitated the Prince’s 
fall from imperial grace. All agree that the head of 
his house summoned his young cousin to the palace. 
In the presence of several members of the imperial 
family and a group of high army officers the Emperor 
tore the orders and decorations from the Prince’s 
breast and soundly boxed his ears. 

Prince Fréderick Henry, in tears, rushed from the 
palace and left Berlin for Egypt the same evening. 
For months he lived as Herr von Rogen, then lost 
himself in Brother Henry. 

He comes of a family noted for its romances. His 
brother, Prince Joachim Albert, a Major in ihe army, 
announced his intention to marry Mafie Sulzer, an 
actress, much his senior. In spite of imperial] and 
other opposition, he probably would have done so, but 
it was discovered that Mme. Sulzer had not been di- 
vorced from Baron Liebenburg, an impecunious Aus- 
trian, to whom Prince Joachim paid $7000 to marry 
the woman and so give her his:title. 

Then she and the Prince disappeared simultane- 
ously. When they returned the Emperor ordered him 
to join the German forces in Southwest Africa. The 
Baroness took a forceful hint that she would find the 
climate of Germany unhealthy. The prince repented, 
was permitted to return to Germany to visit his 
grandmother, old Emperor William's sister-in-law.

Davidson Starts Governor- 
ship Race Showing ‘‘Coon 
Skin” Trophies. 


YARN AS VOTE MAKER 


Bailey Threatens to Over- 
shadow the State Prohibi- 
tion Issue, 


AUSTIN, Tex., April 9.—Sormer At- 
torney-General R. V. Davidson will for- 


mally open his stump-speaking cam-. 
paign for the Democratic nomination for 


Governor at Waco, April 21, the day on 


which all patriotic Texans celebrate, the 
enniversary of the Battle of San Jacinto, 


which won for the great commonwealth 
her independence from Mexico. 

The other candidates for Governor 
have ben on the huskings for weeks. 
One of them, Cone Johnson, has made 
more than 76 speeches since he mounted 
the stump and is still going at the 


rate of two or three a day. The others 
in the race—O. B Colquitt and William 
Poindexter—are ciose followers of John- 
son in the number of speeches. 

Davidson has been quiet, but by no 
means idle. He is conducting what the 
old-timers call a Davy Crockett cam- 
paign. He has issued a cartoon which 
seems to have captured the Democrats 
of the rural districts as well as a con- 
siderable number in the towns and 
cities. This picture, which is printed on 
a two-sheet poster, represents Davidson 
as an old coon hunter who has just re- 
turned to his cabin in the forest with 
a fresh coonskin in his hand and car- 
rying an old-style gun. 

Skins Represent Corporations. 

Upon the walls -of --the -cabin -are 
tacked a number of ether coonskins, 
each labeled with the names of the dif- 
ferent corporations that fell victims to 


Attorney-General. Among the trophies 
pictured in the backwoods scene are the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co., the Standard Oil 
Co., the International Harvester Co. 
end various other concerns. 

The cartoon appeals to the people 
wherever it is posted and it is claimed 
that it is winning him many votes. 
Davidson is a story teller whe has few 
equals. He can sit around a hotel and 
entertain a crowd all day with stories. 
That is just what he has been doing 
during the last several weeks while 
the other candidates have been trying 
to win votes by long oratorical discus- 
sions.

The ink of the press notices was 
hardly dry befere the inquiries began 
pouring in to the poultry department 
concerning those “free eggs.’’ From all 
over the state at first the letters ar- 
rived, and later this onslaught of ques- 
tioning missives from Kansas was ad- 
ded to from Oklahoma, Texas, Missouri, 
Colorado and other states. It became a 
national affair. e 

The letters arrived at the rate of about 
500 a day. Finally, as the number of 
inquiries rapidly approached the 4000 
mark, and as hundreds were arriving 
every day, the philanthropic poultry de- 
partment, realizing that it would be al- 
most impossible to even answer so many 
letters, and certainly impossible to sup- 
ply so many farmers with eggs, hurried 
off dispatches to the newspapers, stat- 
ing that the department was swamped 
with requests for free settings and re- 
questing that no more inquiries be 
sent in. 

The object of the department in mak- 
ing this offer was threefold: First, to 
give the farmers a chance to get a start 
with pure bred chickens; second, to en- 
large the college flock, and third, to get 
the names of the farmers who are inter- 
ested in poultry raising. The desire to 
get u list of farmers, interested in’ poul- 
try raising, certainly has been satis- 
fied and the prospects for the realiza- 
tion of the other objects are bright. 


Cenditions Are Explained. 
Sjx stenographers attacked the pile of 


letters and postal cards, and for sev- 
eral days were busy with these inter- 
rogations. The universal question was: 
“How can we get them?’ And the de- 
partment answered this by sending out 
2500 replies, stating the conditions under 
which the free eggs would be sent out. 

It was impossible to answer more 
queries except by postal cards, telling 
them that their requests had been re- 
ceived toe late. Farmers who already 
have good pure stock will not be sup- 
plied. Here are the conditions that the 
farmer must agree to before the eggs 
will be sent to him: 

The farmer must agree to keep a rec- 
ord of the fertility and hatchibility of 
the eggs and give one chicken out of 
every four raised to Sept. 1 to the col- 
lege. . 
The majority of the terg received 
were from farmers who Wanted to get 
the free eggs for the pijrpose of im- 
proving the stock of Meir flock, but 
many of those who-wfote were merely 
curious and showed a “something-for- 
nothing’ spirit. Some, pernaps city 
dwellers, doubtless thought this an ex- 
cellent opportunity to get eggs for ta- 
ble use. It seemed much more conven- 
fent than paying 4 cents a dozen for 
them. Many letters were amusing. One 
woman sent her photograph, for what 
reason she did not say, but presumably 
to insure her being “on the ground 
floor.’’ Several writers asked that they 
might be favored with “thoroughbred 
college eggs.” :

TO BE BUILT IN U. S. 





Countrymen in Uncle Sam’s 
Land Urged to Support 
the Plan. 


BOSTON, April 9.—A project for rais- 
ing several million, dollars among the 
Greek residents of America was 
launched here at the exercises in cele- 
bration of the national independence 
of Greece. The fund is to be used for 
the purchase of a battleship for the 
Greek navy. 

The plan to buy a fighting ship by 
Greeks in America for presentation to 
their fatherland originated with Spyros 
Matsukas, poet laureate of Greece, and 
a member ‘of the federation for national 
defense. 

Mr. Matsukas is a member of one of 
the most influential and wealthy fami- 
lies of Greece. He has spent the past 
14 years touring the world in behalf 
of the movemeat for national defense. 
Wherever there is a large settlement of 
Greeks he has solicited funds for the 
movement. He has just raised enough 
money to buy a number of field  bat- 
teries for the Greek army. 


Mission Is to Build Fighter. 
His present mission, for which he is 


now in Boston, is, in his own werds, 
“to build a battleship in America by 
money raised in America.’”’ The move- 
ment is warmly supported by leading 
Greek citizens of Boston. The mem- 
bers of the Boston Greek colony add to 
the appeal for an American-built battle- 
ship the specification that the work be 
done by a Boston shipbuilding concern. 
In the Eastern and Western Review, 
published in this city, ts printed the 
following appeal “to the Greeks of 
America:’’ 

“The battleship which I have in view 
and which I will soon order,’’ Matsukas 
is anxious to have the Greeks of Amer- 
ica know, “is the battleship of the 
Greeks of America.

If the farmers would bring the price of 
cattle and hogs down to reasonable figures 
there would be no cry of high cost of liv- 
ing. 

Complaint is made of meat and other 
combinations by packers and others, wh.le 
as a matter of fact the farmers and stock 
raisers absolutely control the market and 
are organized into unions and leagues. and 
are starving the people. The.packers would 
cut prices in half if the stock raisers and 
farmers would sell cattle and hogs at rea- 
sonable profits. 

We are paying more for these now than 
ever in ‘the history of the country; and we 
| are willing to admit that the cost. of put- 
ting the finished product on the market is 
no more to the packers than it was a de- 
cade ago, when we paid only half the pres- 
ent price for sheep, cattle and hogs. We 
are necessarily compelled to advance our 
prices because of the increase we pay the 
farmers for live stock.—J. Ogdén Armour. 











man who owns a farm have just about doubled. 
He used to figure that $3-an acre would settla 
interest, taxes and the cost of keeping up thi 
land—the corn land. But now with every acre 
of good corn land worth $100 the interest charges 
alone run up to $6 an acre, to say nothing of the 
increased taxes, the increased and increasing cost 
of labor—more yet to the point—the increased 
cost of keeping up thé fertility of the soil. 

It is not due to any accident or any combina- 
tion that corn land is wofth $100 an acre. The 
area of land that-will produce corn ‘is small com- 
pared with the world’s need of corn.

But every in- 
crease in population marks just that much of an 
increase in demand for the products of corn 
lands. : 

Corn Is Basis of All Meat 

Production in the Country. 

ORN’ is the basis of meat production. No 
other grain, no other feed will take the 
place of it. The population of the country 

has grown to that point beyond which any short’ 
age of our food stuffs will necessarily leave us 
without any surplus. Logically, then, the prices 
of those food stuffs have risen until they look 
“Hike the prices that have for generations pre- 
vailed in the foreign countries. This is only a 
logical condition. - This hog shortage is as good 
an illustration as anyone could ask. The only 
odd thing to me about it is that the corn lands 
haven’t gone to two hundreds dollars an acre 
instead of a hundred. 

I believe the price would go to $200 an acre 


right now if it were not for the fact that, even 
with these prices of hogs and cattle, there is ° 


such a mighty little profit in the business of 
feeding that the game hardly seems worth the 
candle.

Attorney Would .Have State 
Furnish Lawyer for.Defen- 
dants Without Funds. 


Special to the Post-Dispa : 
PHILADELPHIA, April 9—In a 


speech this afternoon before the Amer- 
ican Academy of Social and Politica! 
Science, Sdmuel’ Untermyer of New 
York declared that in all large cities 
‘there should be an office established 
as part of the criminal law, to be known 
as that of public defender. Mr. Unter- 
myer’s radical suggestion that the State 
should provide a public defender as 
well as a public prosecutor created the 
liveliest interest among the many 
judges in his audience. 

“Unjust convictions among the poor 
and helpless and especially among our 
ignorant foreign population, -are far 
more frequent than we fortunates care 
to admit,” he said. “This is especially 
true in the great cities where the courts 
are crowded with business, the pres- 
|sure is great and justice is necessarily 
 hurridly administered in obseure cases 

“The State has its public prosecutor. 
more frequent than we fortunates care 
for those who are unable to defend 
themselves? It is quite as much to the 
interest of the State to resctie the in- 
mnocent as to punish the. guilty.” 

Mr. Untermyer sajd that the great- 
est evil in the administration. of the 
criminal law was the prevalence of 
perjury due to non-enforcement of 
the laws enacted for its punishment. 

“I think it will be generally ad- 
mitted,” he said, “that in no civilized 
country is willful false-swearing so 
prevalent as here—due largely to the 
fact that the punishment tmposed-un- 
der the laws of the various states is 
too severe, and therefore it is @ crime 
rarely punished. 

“It has been said, and I think right- 
ly, that the crime of perjury is com- 
mitted in at least three out of every 
five cases tried in the courts in which 
an issue of fact is involved. It has 


} become so genera] that the courts re- 


gard it almost as a part of the iIn- 
evitable accompaniment of a trial. 

“It should be made obligatory for 
a jury, in addition to its general 
verdict, to answer the question as 
to whether any witness has been 
guilty of willful false swearing, and if. 
60, to name the witness so guilty. If 
the court finds that there has béen 
perjury, it Should be incumbent. ufon 
the prosecuting officer to act.”

PARIS CLOCK WEATHERED 
STORMS OF FIVE CENTURIES 
_ AND HAS BEEN RESTORED 


Builder Spent Part of His Life in 
Constructing’ Time-Def ying 
Mechanism. 


Special Correspendence From the 
Paris Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, March 9.—The Friends of Old 

Paris, who have constituted themselves 

into a society here, and who urge the 

preservation of old landmarks with his- 
toric asgociations, are delighted at the 
restoration of the old clock of the.Palais 
de Justice, which has been keeping time 
for Parisians with more or less regu- 








filarity for more than 500 years. It has 


weathered the storms of the Revolution, 
Commune, numerous wars and 
sieges of Paris, and during all that time 
its long rusty iron hands have been 
moving round and pointing the hour 
day and night, and justifying the name 
of the “Quay of Observation,” given 
from time immemorial to the place it 
overlooks. — 

The tower known as the “Tour de 
lHorloge’” was completed under Phil- 
ippe le Bel about 1313 and for more than 
half a century the hour used’ to be 
givén by striking a bell. -In 1870 Charlies 


VY proposed to have & big clock made 


to replace the bell and in those days 
& clock was simply called a “machine.” 

Charlies V searched in vain fof an 
artisan capable of making it in his own 
dominions, and therefore he  calied 
upon a famous German craftsman 
named Heinrich von Vic, who came to 
Paris and undertook to bulid a clock 
which would mark the hour for the 
sittings of Parliament. 

The clevér workman took up lodgings 
in the tower and the task he had un- 


| dertaken was considered of such mag-’ 


nitude that he settled down in the 
tower and remained therefor the rest 
of his life. He did sehu work, indeed, 
for few pieces of mechanism invented 
by humon genius ever lasted so long. 
The «ulal dlone was nearly 6 feet in 
diameter and the decoration forming a 
frame with artistic figures and bas 
reliefs measured 21 feet in height and

The 101 Ranch Wild West, the largest Pe O ip le 9S R ug ~Ale 
frontier amusement Organization in the A pe sal fk 
country, will exhibit at Vandeventer ~ 
and Laclede avenues for eight days be- 
ginning next Saturday, April 16.

“The 101 Ranch will transplant itself 
iu miniature here, and its army of 
picturesque men and women, boys and 
girls, will try conclusions in a big out- 
door arena.” 

Show Place of Oklahoma. 

“When it comes a réal ‘gee-whizzer’ 
nothing is left out that will help in any 
way to show what plains’ life is, and 
what it was in the half-forgotten days 
of pioneer times. Picturesqueness runs 
rampant in every nook of the encamp- 
ment. :

IN CITY JAIL BY PRISONER 


He Tells Jailer Escaped Convict 
Is in Cell, but Alarm 


Is False. 
Wolf and several detectives 
excited Saturday 
they that they had 


caught Noble Sheppard, thé famous 
murderer who escaped from the City 
Jail July 22, 1896, four days before he 
was to be hanged. 

One of the prisoners ,in the jail, who 
was there at the time Sheppard es- 
caped, told Jgiler Wolf that he was sure 
Sheppard was'‘in the jail under another 
name. The man he pointed out to Wolf 
is in jail as Gilbert 8S. Bennett, charged 
with stealing $2.50. 

Wolf got the photographs of Shep- 
pard from Police Headquarters and sev- 
eral detectives went with him to Ben- 
nett’s cell. There was a startling re- 
semvlance between Bennett and the 
photographs of Sheppard. . 

But his Bertillon measurements show- 
ed that he was not the man. 

Sheppard murdered Tom Morton and 
Lizzie Leahey in a shanty boat on the 
river front on the night of Dec, &, 
189. He was convicted and sentenced 
to be hanged.

Teaches Students to Use 
Gliders and Ride With 
Him in Machine. 





MONTGOMERY, Ala., April 9.—On the 
outskirts of this city a training school 
has been established for Wright pupils. 
They have five aeroplanes with which 
they are practicing, and many of them 
will soon be Orville and Wilbur Wrights 
or Paulhans. 

The method for training aviators as 
adopted by the Wrights is as unique 
and practical as all of the achieve- 
ments of these famous but pragniaccal 
brothers. 

Orville Wright 
pying the role of fnstructor. The train- 
ing machine is built with double seats 
and a double set of levers for operating 
the aeroplane. 

Novice Learns en Levers, 

Seated with the operator, the novice 
‘is placed beside the pilot and allowed 
to take hold of the similar set of levers 
that control the machine. As each 
‘move to alter the course of the craft 
is made he is at once familiar with its 
import and other several trials he is 
then permitted to guide the craft from 
his set of levers, and in case he makes 
a false move the instructor seated be- 
side him at once corrects it with his 
more skillful and practiced hand. 

This is a much more satisfactory way 
than letting an operator try his first ma- 
chine with no practice whatever and 
then when in the air learn by his own 
judgment and at great hazard just how 
to guide it. ete 

In addition to the many fully equipped 
aeroplanes On the grounds there are also 
several gliders for the first preliminary 
work. These are launched from the hill- 
sides and used by those becoming fa- 
miliar with the first rudiments of avia- 
tion. . 

Twenty-five pupils are being selected 
by Roy Knabenshue, the famous pllot 
of dirigible craft, who is managing the 
Wright Exhibition Co. for the Wrights. 

Fine Team Being Selected. 

To qualify for the position of aviator 
it is first necessary that the applicants 
have a therough knowledge of a gasoline 
motor, then the habits of the pupil must 
be al] that is desired, after which ap- 
pearance is the next essential. 

The Wrights are selecting the finest 
team of yeung men in the country, real- 
izing that their reputation as well as 
these of the pilots, will suffer by im- 
proper selection. From ten te fifteen of 
the promising pupils are now on the 
greunds taking lessons and mastering 
the intricate evolutions. 

They are quartered right on the 
grounds,. and have reading and lecture 
reoms, where everything pertaining to 
aerial flight is discussed. 

Ten proficient aviators will be ready 
for championship contests on or before 
May 15, when from five to eight of the 
machines will be sent to the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway where the first event of 


11910 will be held. 


All trials made at the Speedway will 
be in private, excepting those for the 
press, until the date for the contest, 
June 13 te 18, when America’s first li- 
censed meet will take place.

Neurasthents ay as a Danger in Sea 
Battles. Is Demonstrated. 


‘PARIS, April 9.—Neurasthenia as one 
of the horrors of modern naval warfare 
is seriously discussed by the “Matin” 
in des--ibing a series of experiments 
recently made at Toulon, with the dis- 
used battleship Iena as a target. 

After the Russo-Japanese war naval 
experts discussed the possibility of 
death being caused by carbonic acid 
after the explosion of shells. The re- 
sults obtained by bombarding the Iena 
show that suffocation is not one of the 
dangers to be feared when a warship 
is subjected to a heavy fire, but tnat 
the officers and men would become 
neurasthenic owing to the severe con- 
cussion. 

Two dogs were placed on board the 
Iena. They were docile and friendly, 
but after.the first bombardment they 
were found to be morose and terrified. 
Later, they ceased to answer to their 
names and tried to conceal themselves. 

This condition grew more serious 
after each bombardment, ‘till at last 
the dogs jumped overboard without 
making any attempt to swim.

FLEEING, MAN CAUGHT 


Policeman Halts Him on 
Eads Bridge Tracks at 
Revolver Point. 





“Just an Old Sweetheart of Mine,” 
sung to the thrumming of a guitar 
by Charles Whiteley, 25 years old, 
induced George Kimmell, 24, to in- 
vite his wife into Whiteley’s room at 
930 North Broadway last night. 

As Mrs. Kimmell appeared in the 
doorway, Whiteley, who also claims 
Mrs. Kimmell as his wife, shot Kim- 
mell four times, snapped the revolver 
at Mrs. Kimmel] and ran coatless and 
hatless from the building. 

Patrolman Ely of the Carr Street Dis- 
trict trailed the ftgitive to the Bads 
Bridge by induiring for a hatless. man. 
At the office of the Washington Avenue 
Station, a watchman pointed.the fleeing 
man out as he picked his way across 
the ties. He said. the man had passed 
the station after tareatening to kil! 
the watchman if he did not let him 
pass. 

Chase Across the Bridge. 

“Ts it safe to go out -there?’’ asked 
the policeman. 

“You will never get back if a train 
comés along,’’ was the warning an- 
swer, “and if you make a misstep you'll 
drop into the river.” 

“I'll take the chance,” said Ely, step- 
ping out upon the ties. 

It was near the middle span, he says, 
when he called te the fugitive to fialt, 
and the two men faced each other, witli 
the river far below them between the 
ties. Whiteley drew his revolver and 
attempted to reload it, but Bly was 
quicker with his gun. He commanded 
Whiteley to throw up his hands and he 
obeyed. 

Whiteley was locked up at the Carr 
Street Statién. Kimmell was taken to 
the City Hospital. He was shot in the 
left, forearm, through the right hand, 
in the left hip, and-in the left shou)l- 
der. 

The woman says she isthe wife of 
Kimmell, and that she has known 
Whiteley only three weeks. * The Kim- 
mélls and Whiteley have rooms at the 
North Broadway address. 

Whiteley told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he went to Mrs...Kimmell’s 
room last night, and, finding Kimmell 
there, invited him to his room. He says 


-he played the appropriate tune “Just an 


Old Sweetheart of Mine” to remind 
Kimmell that he could not take an old 
sweetheart from him. 

“When I saw her in the doorway I 
plugged him,’’ Whiteley said. “I would 
do it again under the same conditions. 
I didn’t want to shoot the woman, and 
I did not shoot her. I ran out of the 
house and tried to get away, but the 
policeman outrun me.”’ 

Woman Describes Affair. 

Mrs. Kimmell told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Whiteley invited Kimmell to 
his room to hear some music. 

“Whiteley was drunk,” she said. “A 
few minutes Jater my husband called 
me and asked ma to come to Whiteley’s 
room and listen to the music. As I got 


to the door I heard a string on the; 


guitar break, and heard my husband tell 
Whiteley that he did not have the in- 
strument strung right. With an oath, 
Whiteley got a revolver from somewhere 
and fired four shots at my husband, and 
then snapped the trigger at me. The 
cartridge did not ‘explode. I screamed 
and Whiteley ran out without his coat 
or hat. I tried to pick up my husband. 
Then the policemen came.”’

WATSEKA, Ill... April 9.—The case 
against Dr. W. R. Miller, Mrs. J. B. 
Sayler and John Grunden, accused of 
the murder of J. B. Sayler, was given 


to the jury at 11:20 tonight. 


State’s Attorney Pallissard, during 
his closing address, did not ask for 
the infliction of the death penalty 
upon the defendants, He charged the 
three with conspiring to kill J, B. 


1] Sayler and pointed to the alleged re-., 


lations between Dr. Miller and Mrs, 
Sayler as the motive for the shoot- 
ing and left the question of punish- 
ment to ¢he jury. 

Judge Dibell then instructed the jury 
regarding the law applicable to the evi- 
dence. 

The Court advised the jurymen to 
sleep before taking up the consideration 
of the verdict; but said if they chose 
they might immediately take up con- 
sideration of the case. 

Should the verdict be guilty of mur- 
der, the jury can fix the punishment at 
death or imprisonment from 14 years to 
life. On a verdict of manslaughter the 
punishment under the indeterminate 
sentence act, now in force, is imprison- 
ment for an indefinite term. 

Under the old law, which would be 
in effect should the Supreme Court de- 
cide the parole law invalid, the jury 
may fix the term of imprisonment at 
any number of years. 

After 27 days of selecting the jury and 
conducting the trial the jury was 
charged by Judge Dorrance Dibell. The 
instruction consumed two hours last 
night, following the closing argument by 
State Attorney J. P. Pallissard, who ad- 
éressed the jury. 

Says Ax Was Planted. 

Clashes between counsel were frequent 
during the argument. State Attorney 
Pallissard, in his ®osing argument for 
the prosecution, reviled the defendants 
and asked that the jury return a ver- 
dict of guilty in each case. He held 
that the ax in the case was “planted,” 
that Sayler was the victim of a plot in 
order that Mrs. Sayler might be free to 
love Dr. Miller. He pleaded with the 
jurors to disbelieve the stery advanced 
by the defense. 

At the completion of the case, the jury 
was plainly seen to be weary. Free F. 
Morris, in a closing argument for the 
defense, talked for four hours, denoun- 
cing the idea of a conviction on the part 
of his defendants. 

Deciares They Were Friends. 

Morris said in part: ‘These defend- 
ants are not being.tried for infidelity. 
It is a charge of murder against one of 
them, Dr. Miller. The others were un- 
willing witnesses in the tragedy and 
watched the slaying of Sayler, which 
was entirely justifiable, by the defend- 
ant, Miller, for saving his own life. 

Sayler was a lifelong friend of Dr. 
Miller. Miller shot him when he en- 
tered that house in Crescent City in 
which the doctor was a boarder during 
his wife’s absence on a visit to Penn- 
Sylvania. Sayler entered his own home 
with the direct intention of killing Mil- 
ler, who was forced to defend himself 
from the onslaught with an ax by a 
temporarily insane person. 

“Suppose Mrs. Miller had tried 
a divorce from her husband on 
ground of infidelity. Where is the 
Court, where is the law, where are the 
facts that would grant it? Absolute- 
ly impossible, The families were inti- 
mate—visiting back and forth at each 
others’ houses; the best of friends in 
the world. The records in this case 
do not show otherwise.”’

John A, Laird, the president, 
and Otto L. Teichm:nn—to Jefferson 
City for a midnight conference Friday 
night. 

That the Governor’s instructions in 
favor of Young caused surprise and dis- 
appointment. to Col. Laird is asserted by 
friends of the board president. Until 
that time Col. Laird had favored Capt. 
James Johnson of the North Market 
Street District for Chief and was confi- 
dent, it is said, that Johnson would be 
chosen. Laird and Johnson are both 
prominent Masons. 

Laird Was Sure of Johnson. 

The Republican members of the board, 
who are three against two Democrats, 
had pledged themselves to the unit rule 
in choosing a new chief. Hach wag to 
vote for his own candidate and it was 
agreed that if two of them hit upon 
the same.man the third was to sup- 
port their choice. The Democratic 
members were ignored. Col. Laird was 
certain, it is said, that under this ar- 
rangement Johnson would be appointed. 

Kreismann Pledged to Stifel. 

Several months ago a leading Re- 
publican politician of the city, hav- 
ing a view to the expiration 6f 
Creecy’s commission as chief in Sep- 
tember, visited Mayor Kreismann, ex- 
officio member of the board, in the 
interest of a third candidate for the, 
chiefship, who was neither Young 
nor Johnson. The politiclan relates 
that Kreismann replied: 

“I have given my word to vote for 
the candidate whom Stifel names.

The conference with Hadley 
bore entirely upon the naming of 
Creecy’s successor.. 

With the dismissal of Creecy, Re- 
publican politicians believe they are 
within sight of the fulfilment of their 
hope that Creecy and Theodoric R. 
Bland, vice-president of the board, 
both of whom are Democrats, would 
mutually cancel each other as officers 
In the police department 


It was announced from Jefferson 
City last night that Bland must soon 
make an explanation of certain 
charges against him, preferred by 
Creecy’s friends, or stand in imme- 
diate danger of removal. 

Col. Laird warmly defended to Gov. 
Hadley Bland’s connection with the 
Creecy courtmarital. He assured the 
executive that Bland was not actuat- 
ed by personal animosity against the 
former Police Chief. 

“Mr. Bland’s conduct in the investi- 
gation and trial was all that one 
could ask,” Col. Laird told the Goy- 
ernor.

Seidel estimates that he can add $1,- 
530,000 a year to the revenue from prop.

The Milwaukee , waterworks, no'v 
municipally owned; charges the low rate 
cf 8 cents a month for every family us- 
ing water, ard makes $52,000 a year 
profit. This profit, lessened slightly by 
a plan for providing water free to 
widows who take in washing, it is de- 
signed to use in making a start on a 
niunicipal gas plant. One in operation, 
it is held, such a plant would pay 
enough to start an electric plant. This, 
in turn, could be made to finance the 
plan of municipalizing the street car 
lines—if -the Socialists remain in pow- 
er long enough. 

That is a big ‘if,’ especialiv as 
Berger admits the probability that the 
Sucialists will have to face a Demo- 
Repubiican combination ticket ‘ next 
time. But the Sociaiist victory was 
hardly a-minority triumph. They hai 
rearly 29,0009 votes out. of v. total 61,000, 
and most of these, Berger maintains, 
represented the normal growth of the 
Social Democratic party, which polled 


nearly 21,006 votes in the election of, 


two years ago.

Of the 21 Socialists elected to the Com- 
mon Council, 16 are wage workers. Two 
Democrats are also wage earners, 80 
that a majority of Milwaukee’s 36 city 
legislators are men who work with their 
hands. The salary of members is $1000 
a year. 

Seidel, who has been a member of the 
Council since a special election a year 
ago, also terms himself a wage earner. | 
He is an expert pattern maker, but is 
said to have worked in recent years 
chiefly at designing patterns for stove 
crnamentation, and to have’ become sec- 
retary of the eompany by which he was 
employed. 

Berger, the political mentor of the 
new legislators, says they are as well 
qualified to deal with public questions 
as any body of business men would be. 

*‘We have insisted,’ he safd, “that 
our. candidates shall be men who have 
studied public questions. From what I; 
know of our men in the Council, I would 
rather trust them thafi the ordinary 
merchant, however honest, who does all 
his studying on such subjects after he 
gets into office.” 

The stronghold of Milwaukee Social- 
ism, according to Berger, is not in the 
tig breweries, which are said to have 
made this city famous. It is in the 
great machine shops which are giving 
Milwaukee a new fame, and which have 
increased its ropulatiov so that a cen: 
sus record of 400,000 is hoped for in the 
present year. Thete machinists are 
among the hightst paid and best in- 
formed of workmen. The campaign 
which they, by their monthly due pay- 
ing, financed, was one of education. 

Not a cent was spent for beer and 
cigars. Thousands—or us many thous- 
ands as there were to spend—went for 
literature. Berger’s ovvublishing house 
got out the printing, ana volunteer car 
riers took it, every Sunday morning, to 
every home in the city—a service which 


said to the writer: 

“The business interests of Milwau- 
kee are not alarmed. They realize that 
the fear of business disaster was mostly 
campaign talk. The city’s securities 
will not be affected, although it may 
happen that the new administration 
will have to make its bonds bear 4% per 
cent interest to get them on the mar- 
ket. The rate would have increased in 
any case, for it was too: low as ecom- 
pared with the rate that other city 
bonds pay.”’ 

No Business Resistance. 

There was no organized business re- 
sistance to the Socialist victory, though 
most of the business interests sup- 
ported Schoenecker, the Democratic can- 
didate. When campaign orators began 
to argue that a Socialist administration 
could not sell bonds to the banks, Ber- 
ger replied: 

“Then we will issue them in popular 
denominations, and our people will take 
their money out of the banks and buy 
them.’’ 

As Milwaukee banks pay 3 per cent on 
Savings deposits, 1 per cent less than 
the interest rate on bonds, this argu- 
ment had some cogency. The banking 
interests took the hint, and the finah- 
cial argument was dropped for the most 
part. 

Berger, whose labor of more than 2 
years has brought about this, the first 
Socialist triun._ph of such magnitude in 
any American city, was the center of 
the old-party attacks in the campaign. 
An editorial of several years ago, in 
Which he-gaid that revolution would 
come in time if the voters did, not soive 


‘| social problems, was seized upon be- 


cause of a ballot-bullet phrase it con- 
tained, and the red flag of Socialism 
was made the “bleody shirt’’ of the 
Milwaukee campaign. 

Berger replied that the Social Demo- 
cratic party of Milwaukee was part 
of the national movement headed by 


Eugene V. Debs, and of the interna- 


tional Socialist propaganas, and that 
the reg flag was the international So- 
cialist emblem. But he now “points 
with pride’ to the fact that it was not 
the Marsellaise, but the Star Spangled 
Banner, that the “comrades,’’ many of 
them-with streaming eyes, sang when 
the tidings of their victory came to them 
in .a densely packed hall last Tues- 
day night, and that it was the American 
flag, and not the red flag, that they 
waved as they sanc. 

A large portrait of Kerl Marx and a 

ame filled with gorgeous butterflies, 
are the chief adornments of the office 
in which Berger conducts his campaigns 
and edits his papers. A native of Ba- 
varia, he writes English in a singularly 
pleasing style, and in comparison with 
at least one widely circulated Socialist 
paper, his writings have an almost con- 
servative sound. 


To Bulld Temple of Socialism. 

On the corner nearest his present 
rented quarters on Sixth street, Berger 
is now building the foundation of 
what is to be a four-story structure, 
a temple of Socialism and publishing 
headquarters. @By the time it is fin- 
ished, he hopes to have a daily paper 
in operation. 

As indicating that Berger foresaw 
this year’s victory, it has been point- 
ed out that the candidates were near- 
ly all men of real leadership in the 
socialistic ranks. With the exception 
of Thompson, practically all the lead- 
ers were On the ticket; and Thomp- 
son, a former member of the Legis- 
lature, is said to be slated for the 
appointive position of City Clerk, 

Seidel, an active campaigner, was 
referred to by the opposition as the 
“purring blond’’ whose gentle phrases 
were to cloak the _ red flag propa- 
ganda of the radical Berger. But 
since the election .is over, those who 
essay to judge the men say that, of 
the two, Seidel is the fanatic and the 
visionary, while Berger is the prac- 
tical administrator. 

Mayor Not a Big Man. 
,The Mayor-elect is regarded as a 
man of character and capacity, but 
not as one who, even from the vant- 
age point of his new position is liko- 
ly to rise to national leadership. 

He is a small man, looking older 
than his 45 years, and noticeable 
chiefly for his keen, small eyes and 
for the shock of light hair which, 
rising La Follette-like from his fore- 
head, gives evidence of constant, 
nervous plowing with his fingers.

T is said’ by many that first-class 
athletes are born; and are not 

made. Such statements are true, 
but at the same time should be quali- 
fied to a certain extent. It may be 
properly said, I believe, that one who 
is absolutely devoid of athletic ability 
could hardly be coached to give a cred- 
ittable performance no matter how hard 
he worked or how faithfully he trained. 

On the other hand, it is just as true, 
by proper coaching and training, an 
athlete with only ordinary natural abil- 
ity can be improved to such a degree 
that in time he will outstrip a compet- 
itor who has perhaps twice the nat- 
ural ability, but who tacks coaching. 

It might as well be said here, unless 
the athlete is possessed of a goodly 
supply of sand, and never-give-up-the- 
ship spirit, he should never aspire for 
championship honors. Success in ath- 
letics is like success in all other voee 
tions of life. To win means the hardest. 
kind of work, not to speak of disheart- 
ening defeats, and disappointments. 

While in training he should be willing 
to give up most all luxuries, and live 
more or less the life of a hermit.. It is 
hardly necessary to say that tobacco, 
intoxicants and late hours do not mix 
with athletics, and they must go as a 
matter of course. . 

Must Undergo Many Hardships. 
SSUMING tha athlete is willing to 
A undergo these many hardships, it 
often proves quite a problem for 
him to solve, without the aid of an ex- 
perienced coach, how to begin his opera- 
tions on the track, and when to stop 
them to the best advantage.. Primarily 
speaking, a sprinter expecting to run 
the 100 or 220 in the spring should begin 
his work not later than Jan. 1. I have 
found through experience that running a 
quarter on a relay team during the win- 
ter months puts a sprinter in the very 

best condition for his spring work. 

As ‘a consequence he will have to do 
very little conditioning work, and can 
start upon perfecting the finer points 
almost as soon as the outdoor season 
opens. Without this preparatory. work, 
however, the sprinter should be very 
careful to lay a g20d foundatien before 
undertaking hard work. 

It is commonly believed by many ath- 
letes, especially sprinters, that to don 
their suits and run a ard dash the 
first day out is highly proper. Instead 
of being beneficial, such a thing is al- 
most suicidal to. their ambi- 
tions, because the muscular system is 
in no fit condition to stand such a sud- 
den shock, and its ill effects are somé- 
times felt months afterwards. 

The chances are that a tendon will 
break. I would suggest in its stead, 
that the sprinter put on a heavy sweat- 
er, and take several days hard cross- 
country walks. There walks will school 
the body gradually, throw off much of 
the superfluous flesh, and at the same 
time displace old tissue with new. 

Light Exercise Comes First. 
HEN the sprinter, in his own 
W judgment, thinks he has suffi- 
ciently conditioned himself by 
these cross-country rambles, he should 
then don his racing togs for the first 
time and take very light exercise on 
the track. He siduld not even then 
attempt to really run for a wee- at 
‘least, but, instead, should confine him- 
self to a slow jog at first, ranging be- 
tween a quarter and a half a mile the 
first day, and increasing each’ day 
thereafter until he has reachec a mile 
at a fairly brisk jog. After completing 
this Jong and tediovs preliminary work 
the sprinter should be rapidly rounding 
into condition and about ~eady to com- 
mence his real hard work. 

Many make the big mistake of believ- 
ing it is only necessary to run an even 
100 yards in practice when training for 
that event. Those who practice this 
policy are sure to weaken in a hard 
and gruelling race 10 or 12 yards from 
the finish, simply because they have 
not trained by running a longer dis- 
tance. 

Therefore, the sprinter should take 
some kind of an endurance tonic. The 
best ‘tonic I know to prescribe’ is sev- 
eral hard quartérs. In time he. will 
acquire so much endurance that 100 
yards will not tax him in the least, 
and, a8 a consequence, will enable, him 
to run every step of his race to his 
utmost capacity. 


The Way te Acquire Speed. 
NLY after acquiring this endur- 
gen Bs ance, Which FEF deem essential, 
should the sprinter pay any at- 
tention to the acquisition of speed, and 
to learn how to use his legs rapidly. 


| As far as I have been able to deter- 


mine through actual experience, there 
is no special mode of acquiring this e8- 
sential. The sprinter must use his own 
judgment, and watch the results. I have. 
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by Frank Cornet, who four times has. 





“bout fant, Roland Hoerr and Manning, look 
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three or four days of practice are most 
important of all Many races have been 
won .or lost during that period, figura- 
tively speaking. The sprinter is in- 
clined to do too much work, and as a 
consequence weakens himself. He 
should take just enough to keep himself 
in condition, and the day before the 
race he should omit all exercise. 


In conclusion it may be important to 
say that a sprinter’s leg muscles should 
be as soft and pliable as possible. If 
they are hard they will bind him when 
used rapidly and he will find himself 
almost helpless before he finishes. 
Don’t take too many starts. At times 
it may be beneficial to take a great 
many, but to practice starting too fre- 
quently will cause a sprinter to stale.

After 
recovering he would have no recollection what 
ever for the period of subconsciousness. 

It should not be. understood that Drummond’ 
alleged condition was due to ordinary drunken. 
ness. It is possible for a man ‘o drink himeel: 
into a state of insensibil *y where all his facultie: 
are in abeyance; where he can neither see, hea) 
nor talk at the time, nor recollect-afterward whai 
has happened. 

But the remarkable part of J r. Vaile’s state- 
ment, made in court, and afterwards elaborate¢ 
for the Post-Dispatch, was that it would be ersil) 
possible for Drummond to be affected as he 
stated without being noticeably drunk. 

“In such a case the memory is drunk,” say: 

-Dr. Valle. “Such a man could transact all ordi- 

nary business and res>ond to the social demands 

.of life without anyone noticing tLat he was in 

an abnormal condition, and without him knowing 
it himself. 

“There would be no facial diff »rence, no diffi- 
culty of speech or loco- 
motion; the victim of 
this condition would be 
logical in conversation 
and in nowise abnormal 
so far as outward ap- 
pearances would show. 

“And yet, after recov- 
ering his rormal condi- 
tion, he ®would have 
absolutely no _ recollec- 
tion for the period 
while his memory was 
‘drunk.’ 

“There are probably 
few men,” Dr. Valle 
continued, “who are ac- 
customed to drinking 
more or less but have 
experienced something 
approaching this condi- 
tion. It may be very 
slight, but it is suffi- 
cient that many will 
readily appreciate the 
condition of a man who 
has become so far sub- 

‘ject to alcoholism that 
one or two drinks will 
throw him into this 
state.” 

Dw Valle says, and 
authorities on the sub- 
ject agree with him, 
that this condition does 
not necessarily result 
from the use of intoxi- 
cants. As a matter of 
fact, the cases recorded 
have not ordinarily 
been those of persons 
addicted to drink. Dr. 
Valle mentions one 
woman in his practice 
Who lost an entire day 
out of her memory, and 
never has been able to 
recall it. This occurred 
during an ordinary ill- 
ness.

cording to the highest authorities, every atom 
in a comet's tail may. be subject to violent ex- 
plosions, such as nothing but dynamite and me- 
lanite ma'e on earth. This is the modern view 
of “ions” “corpuscles” and “atom: in the tail 
of a comet and elsewhere. 

When the theory ‘hich belongs to the study 
of radium and “‘iadio-active substances” is, ap- 
plied to comets and their tails, the idea of deadly 
danger in prussi¢ acid and cyanogen is put far 
into the back ground. Ions and corpuscles may 
have more deadly danger in them than prussic 
acid. The earth itself, as it is being passed- by 
the comet. on its way to the sun, is composed of 
high explosives, which cnly need to be touched 
off to spread the planet out into space in gas as 
thin as that in a comet’s tail is said to be. A 
drop of prussic acid on a dog’s tongue kills the 
deg, but the “electrosatic potential energy” in 
corpuscles is. enough to kill everything on earth. 

“The amount of energy which is stored up in 
ordinary matter in the form of the electrostatic 
potential energy of its corpuscles is, I think, not 
generally realized,’ writes Sir Joseph J. Thom- 
son, President of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science (1909). Then he takes 
up hydrogen gas, a substance common not only 
in the tails of comets but in nearly everything on 
earth, including the human body. 

He shows that “each atom of eyery substance 
contains at least one corpuscle.” “Atoms” and 
“corpuscles” are either things or words used to 
measure energy in matter that seems to have no 
energy in it. The stick of dynamite which does 
not look energetic is made up of atoms and cor- 
puscles. The “potential energy” in the cor- 
puscles” is what works when dynamite “goes 
off.” If ts “potential “energy is suddenly re- 
leased” it is said to explode. 

Taking up common hydrogen, bir Joseph Thom- 
son shows potential energy in one gramme of it 
“equal to more than seven times the heat de- 
veloped by one gramme of radium or than that 
developed by the burning of five tons of coal.” 
This being the case with common hydrogen, it 
shows the same conditions in everything else on 
earth. The whole planet is a high explosive, 
Having made this clear, Sir Joseph Thomson 
adds. 

“Thus we see that even ordinary matter con- 
tains enormous stores of energy. This energy 
is fortunately kept fast bound by the corpuscles. 
If at any time an appreciable quantity were to 
get free, the earth would explode and. become a 
gaseous nebula.” 

Sir Joseph Thomson won the Nobel. prize for 
physics in 1906. He was knighted for science in 
1908. He is a leader of the Radio-active Scientists 
of the World in 1910. . 

The great authorities are now trying to find 
new ways of answering such questions as “What 
do we really know about comets; about the. earth; 
about the ether threugh which comets and the 
earth move around the sun; about the light in

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OKLAHOMA PROFESSOR 


HERE are few farmers in Oklahoma who do 

not try to kill every snake they see. Prof. 

W. M. Winton, head of the department of 

biology in the State Normal School at Edmond, 

deprecates this practice and teaches his students 

that: many smakes found in the Southwest are not 

only harmless but of inca.culable value to the far- 

mer. He also teaches them not to believe all the 
snake stories they hear. 

“Take, for example, the hoop snale,” said Prof. 
Winton. “The hoop snake is supposed to place ita 
tall in its mouth and then roll along in pursuit 
of its prey. No one has ever seen a snaxe that 
would place its-tail in its mouth and roll. I will

Distances were reckoned by springs and camp- 
ing places.

five foot shelf with books, indeed enough of fact 
and fiction has been written ;bout it to fill a li- 
brary if it were all brought together, but most

The names of nearly all the great men of the 
West have been connected in one way or another 
with the Santa’ Fe Trail. Auguste Choteau once 
occupied an ‘sland in the Arkansas River on the 
trail, which was called after him. Thomas Hart 
Renton, senator from Missouri, was deeply inter- 
ested in its fate. General Sheridan and General 
Custer fought the Indians for its safety. In the 
Mexican war the United States troops under Gen. 
Kearney used the Santa Fe Trail on its march 
into the Southwest, and the conquest of New 
Mexico, | 

Upon the discovery of gold in California the 
old trail was the highway of an enormous pil- 
grimage. The old stage-coach days were times 
of Western romance and adventure, and in many 
of the hard hills on the line of the trai,. where 
the plow has not obliterated them can be found 
today the deep ruts left by the wheels of the old 
lumbering Concord coaches. Early in the ’60’s 
daily stages left Santa Fe and Independence. It 
required two weeks to make the trip’ from the 
river to Santa Fe unless the travelers were stop- 
ped by floods, prairie fires or Ind‘ars. 

Kit Carson, “Buffalo Bill” Cody, Jim Bridger, 
James T. Beckwith, “Uncle Dick” Wootan, Jim 
Baker, Lucien B. Maxwell, “Old Bill” Williams. 
Jim Tobin and James Hobbes were famous men 
whose names and lives were so interwoven with 
the history of the old Santa Fe Trail that the 
story of the highway is largely made up of their 
individual exploits and acts of bravery. Of these 
Kit Carson and Bill Cody are perhaps the best 
known nowadays, but the others were equally fa- 
mous in their day. : : 

There is no more stirring period of American 
history than that with which the career of the 
Santa Fe Trail is connected, and those who are 
the descendents of the men who lived besides it 
and who were part of it are endeavoring to keep 
visible as much.of it as they can as its own monu- 
ment. In sympathy with them and aiding them 
In every way are the snany people in the country 
through which the trail passed who are -ctuated 
by sentiments of loyalty to the West in perpetuat- 
ing the memory of those stirring days. ee

before he could be helped over he was cruelly 
gored. . 

At Algeciras, the famous matador Bombita was 
caught by a bull and his left leg nearly torn off. 
At Cartagena, the matador Jaqueta was gored 
through the lungs and died in thé ring. At La 
Palma, Carario,:a matador, was caught ,and 
tossed; caught a second time, gored and trampled. 
He died soon after being carried from the ring. 

At ‘Saragossa, Bubito, another matador, was 80 
terribly mutilated that the other two matadors 
refused to enter the ring and the performance 
ended abruptly. Three bull fighters were maimed 
for life in Seville that one afternoon, and an 
amateur, attempting his first fight, was gored to 
death at his first onslaught. 

The season of 1908 was not quite so bloody, 
but that of 1907 surpassed. ell records. Seven 
human lives were lost, including that of Toreador 
Montes, the idol of all Spain,’ who died in the 
arena. Banderillero Melito, another popular fav- 
orite, happened to be a spectator at a bul! fight. 
Not satisfled with the. performance he jumped 
into the ring and met death five minutes later 
on the horns of the thoroughly enraged bull. Be- 
sides these 7 deaths, 82 persons were severely 
injured. There were 2280 bulls killed aud 2720 
horses gored to death. 

It is hard to convey to an American th Span- 
ish lust for sights of blood and death. Spaniards 
flock to a bull fight on Sunday when a celebrated 
toreador is to contend, just as Americans go to 
a ball game on the Fourth of July when the New 
York Giants are to meet the Chicago Cubs. The 
devout, as a matter of course, go to mass i- the 
morning and to. the bull fight in the afternoon. 
Priests bless the toreadors before they go into 
the ring, and it is a common sight to see a popu- 
lar bull-fighter kneeling before the shrine of a 
favorite saint before entering the arena and 
praying fervently for success and safety. At 
every fight a priest is in attendance with the con- 
secrated host ready to administer extreme unc- 
tion:in case of a fatal accident. . 

To such extremes goes Spain's lust for this so- 
called royal spert that recently a university. has 
been opened at Barcelona for conferring dezrees 
in bull fighting. In the north of Spain there is 
even a Bull Fighting Trust, which makes rules 
for the conduct of.arenas. the pay of the fighters 
and the classification of the bull farms. Be oe

Madrid will eat up $7000 in expenses. From six 
to ten bulls are degpatched of a single Sunday 
afte’ noon, each one wortii frora $300 to $350. The 
toreador gets from $250 to 9700 a fight, according 
to his popularity. 

Such idolized young men as Bomba and Ma- 
chaco earn $1000 in one afternoon, and their in- 
come is $50,000 a year. After a thrilling fight 
and an artistic death thrust the matedor is heap- 
ed w'th gifts hurled at him by the excited mobs 
in the seats. Ladies in a frenzy of applause 
snatch the bracelets from their arms, the jewels 
from their corsages, to tarow at the smiling vic- 
tor. Purses, pieces of gold, flowers, fans, all fall 
in a shower on the lucky one. At one fight a poor 
woman possessed nothing elee of value tore off 
her corset and threw it to the bowing mat»dor. 

The matadors are immensely popula:. During 
the winter they lounge about with nothing to do 
but ma’e "cve and enjoy life, Their photographs 


are ‘n every shop window. In the streets they . 
are followed by gaping crowds; their names are

SANTA 


Distances were reckoned by springs and camp- 
ing places. The oxen plodded along at the rate 
of about 15 miles a day, and the trip from the 
river to Santa Fe consumed .from 75 to 80 days 
if all went well. 

One stretch in the Cimmaron valley, or what 
is now the Southwest corner of Kansas, through 
which the new automobile speedway will fol- 
low, was entirely without water for a distance of 
fifty or sixty miles or three or four davs’ travel. 
At the last stream crossed casks were filied with 
water for man and beast before the train plunged 
into the scorching heat. 


When the train made camp at night the wagons 
were drawn into a circle with the tongues out- 
ward and ‘roped about, and in this improvised 
corral the stock was sheltered. 


Just before the dawn there might be an at- 
tack from a band of Indians. If the freighters 
had left a guard, and were quick and unafraid 
there was a battle. If not there was a massacre 
and a looting. Entrenched behind their wagons 
and the bodies of their animals the freighters 
fought off the devils of Indians as long as they 
could, or until] they had driven the red enemy 
off.

In faet, when she 
left.her English home to be Queen oveér the proud 
Castilians, one of her first moves was to entreat 
her husband to have the cruelties of the ring 
stopped for all time, just as the King’s mother 
had tried to do before her. This was the first and 
only time that her royal spouse ever refused his 
Queen’s slightest wish. 

He told her the Spanish people would never 
hear if it. What was more, he compelled her to 
dccompany him to the bull fights, there to wit- 
ness with straining. eyes and horrified counten- 
ance the bloody sights of the ring. It is an open 


secret at court that the premature birth of Don/ 


Jaime, the Queen’s second son, was brought about 
by the sights of one particularly bloody Sunday 
when she accompanied Alfonso to a gala cvent in 
the Pleza de Toros. Fortunately . Victoria was 
not with the King on that fatal Sunday, April 25 
last, when the Mexican toreador Lagartijilla was 
almost instantly killed by a cruel wound in the 
neck. .In the audience, however, were such per- 
sonages as Princess Louise of Orleans, Princes 
Maria del Pilar of Bavaria and tne Infante Carlos. 

Last season six toreadors were killed and 111 
seriously injured. One Sunday at the height of 
the season, June 20, there were awful sights in 
six different arenas. In M.drid, Papete, a ma- 
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five foot shelf with books, indeed enough of fact 
and fiction has been written <bout it to fill a li- 
brary if it were all brought together, but most 
of it was ephemeral, and has been lost or for- 
gotten. ss 

The names of nearly al] the great men of the 
West have been connected in one way or another 
with the Santa Fe Trail. Auguste Choteau once 
occupied an ‘sland in the Arkansas River on the 
trail, which was called after him. Thomas Hart 
Benton, senator from Missouri, was deeply inter- 
ested in its fate. General Sheridan and General 
Custer fought the Indians for its safety. In the 
Mexican war the United States troops under Gen. 
Kearney used the Santa Fe Trail on its march 
into the Southwest, and the conquest of New 
Mexico. 2 

Upon the discovery of gold in California the 
old trail was the highway of an enormous pil- 
grimage. The old stage-coach days were times 
of Western romance and adventure, and in many 
of the hard hills on the line of the trai,. where 
the plow has not obliterated them can be found 
today the deep ruts left by the wheels of the old 
lumbering Concord coaches. Early in the '60’s 
daily stages left Santa Fe and Independence. It 
required two weeks to make the trip’ from the 
river to Santa Fe unless the travelers were stop- 
ped by floods, prairie fires or Ind‘ans. 

Kit Carson, “Buffalo Bill” Cody, Jim Bridger, 
James T. Beckwith, “Uncle Dick” Wootan, Jim 
Baker, Lucien’ B. Maxwell, “Old Bill” Williams. 
Jim Tobin and James Hobbes were famous men 
whose names and lives were so interwoven with 
the history of the old Santa Fe Trail that the 
story of the highway is largely made up of their 
individual exploits and acts of bravery, Of these 
Kit Carson and Bill Cody are perhaps the best 
known nowadays, but the others were equally fa- 
mous in their day. . : 

There is no more stirring period of American 
history than that with which the career of the 
Santa Fe Trail is connected, and those who are 
the descendents of the men who lived besides it 
and who were part of it are endeavoring to keep 
visible as much.of it as they can as its-own monu- 
ment. In sympathy with them and aiding them 
in every way are the many people in the country 
through which the trail passed who are -ctuated 
by sentiments of loyalty to the West in : 
ng the memory of those stirring days 
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tador was terribly gored by.a bull. He lingered 
a few days and died. Alfarerita, a banderil ero, 
was caught by a bull while vaulting . bariier and 
before he could be helped over he was cruelly 
gored. . 

At Algeciras, the famous matador Bombita was 
caught by a bull and his left leg nearly torn off. 
At Cartagena, the matador Jaqueta was gored 
through the lungs and died in thé ring. At La 
Palma, Carario,'a matador, was caught and 
tossed; caught a second time, gored and trampled. 
He died soon after being carried from the ring. 

At ‘Saragossa, Bubito, another matador, was 80 
terribly mutilated that the other two matadors 
refused to enter the ring and the performance 
ended abruptly. Three bull fighters were maimed 
for life in Seville that one afternoon, and an 
amateur, attempting his first fight, was gored to 
death at. his first onslaught. 

The season of 1908 was not: quite so bloody, 
but that of. 1907 surpassed ell records. Seven 
human lives were lost, including that of Toreador 
Montes, the idol of all Spain,‘ who died in the 
arena. Banderillero Melito, another popular fav- 
orite, happened to be a spectator at a bul! fight. 
Not satisfied with the performance he jumped 
into the ring and met death five minutes later 
on the horns of the thoroughly enraged bull. Be- 
sides these 7 deaths, 82 persons were severely 
injured. There were 2280 bulls killed and 2720 
horses gored to death. 

It is hard to convey to an American th Span- 
ish lust for sights of blood and death. Spaniards 
flock to a bull fight on Sunday when a celebrated 
toreador is to contend, just as Americans zo to 
a ball game on the Fourth of July when the New 
York Giants are to meet the Chicago Cubs. The 
devout, aS a matter of course, go to mass i- the 
morning and to. the bull fight in the afternoon. 
Priests bless the toreadors before they go into 
the ring, and it is a common sight to see a popu- 
lar bull-fighter kneeling before the shrine of a 
favorite saint before entering the arena and 
praying fervently for success and safety. At 
every fight a priest is in attendance with, the con- 
secrated host ready to adrhinister extreme unc- 
tion:in case of a fatal accident. 

To such extremes goes Spain's lust for this so- 
called royal spert that recently a university. has 
been opened at Barcelona for conferring degrees 
in bull fighting. In the north of Spain there is 
even a Bull Fighting Trust, which makes rules 
for the conduct of arenas, the pay of the fighters 
and the classification of the bull farms. “tt 

Rings are graded 
farms according to 
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Madrid will eat up $7000 in expenses. From six 
to ten bulls are degpatched of a single Sunday 
afte'noon, each one wortia frora $300 to $350. The 
toreador gets from $250 to 4700 a fight, according 
to his popularity. 

Such idolized young men as Bomba and Ma- 
chaco earn $1000 in one afternoon, and their in- 
come is $50,000 a year. After a thrilling fight 
and an artistic death thrust the matador is heap- 
ed w'th gifte hurled at him by the excited mobs 
in the seats. Ladies in a frenzy of applause 
snatch the bracelets from their arms, the jewels 
from their corsages, to tarow at the emiline vic- 
tor. Purses, pieces of gold, flowers, fans, all fall 
in a showeron the lucky one. At one fight a poor 
woman possessed nothing else of value tore off 
her corset and threw it to the bowing mat+dor.

tical iailway trae’: -bullt ‘in 
America was consi urted in Philadel- 
phia in 1809. At that time remnants 
of the line of defen:e erected against 
the rebel colon!sts by British t: oops 
in 1777 still remained. and hee a 
civil engineer hamed John Thomp- 
son, and a Scotch millwright named 
Somerville, constructed a track of 
wooden rails while the staid citizens 
of Philadelphia looked on in amasze- 
ment. The rails rested on sleepers 
eight feet apart and the roadbed had 
a grade of one and one-half inches 
to the yard.
